Painted a drab gray, the 85.000- 
ton liner passed Ambrose lightship 
shorty after 9 a. rn. and headed 
toward the narrows, past winter- 
deserted Coney island, 
with 
the 
.’skyline of New York 20 miles dis­ 
tant. 
Evades U-Boat Threat 
A war-time fugitive, fleeing the 
dangers of German bombing 
as­ 
saults in her Clyde river berth in 
Scotland, the Queen Elizabeth suc­ 
cessfully 
evaded the 
threat 
of 
German undersea attack and tri­ 
umphed in its risk of a mortal blow 
against British claims of suprem ­ 
acy of the sea. 
Planes flying out of 
New York 
)first sighted the 
Queen “looking 
like a dirty gray whale” off Fire 
island, cutting up a mile-long wake 
as her giant engines turned up 
apparently close to her top speed 
of more tharf 32 knots. 
Only a few figures were seen on 
the decks, and from 
the 
planes 
there was no indication th a t the 
world’s largest ship even 
had a 
name painted on her gray-smudged 
prows. 
Not until a TWA plane made a 
‘ second circle over the Queen Eliz­ 
abeth did the ship even make her 
nationality known. 
On the second 
circle, crew members broke out the 
Union Jack and some of the crew 
waved.

Official Swedish 
Circles 
Neither Deny Nor Con­ 
firm Rumors

STOCKHOLM, March 7—Sweden 
is seeking to arrange an armistice 
in the Russian-Finnish war, usual­ 
ly reliable sources said today, add­ 
ing that Russian peace terms re­ 
cently had been presented to Fin­ 
land. 
The ?xact nature of the terms 
is still the subject of speculation, 
but there were unconfirmed reports 
th at Russia demanded surrender of 
the Karelian isthmus. Viipuri, Lake 
Ladoga and part of the far north­ 
ern Petsamo area. 
An armistice, it was said, would 
be followed by further efforts to 
arrange a peace settlement. 
Won’t Deny or Confirm 
Official Swedish circles said they 
could neither 
deny nor confirm 
reports that Sweden had submitted 
peace terms from Joseph Stalin to 
the Helsinki government. 
One theory was that negotiations 
thus far had proceeded through 
the Russian minister to 
Sweden,

Origin Of Fainting Attacks 
Is Described By deadening 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
TH E CAUSE of a fainting attack 
Is interruption ol th e blood supply 
to Hie brain. T h is results in a com ­ 
plete. .sudden blotting out of con­ 
sciousness. which re tu rn s g rad u al­ 
ly. 
The m echanism behind the oc­ 
casional fainting attack which oc­ 
curs from fatigue is sudden lower­ 
ing of the blood pressure. I have 
several tim es had the experience of 
exam ining life insurance applicants 
who fainted from nervousness while 
the blood pressure cup was a ctu al­ 
ly on th eir arm The blood pressure 
w ent down to practically zero a t 
the m om ent of loss of conscious­ 
ness. 
T he fainting of sudden em otion­ 
al shock is due to a long period 
w hen the h eart ceases to contract 
i asystole). 
N ature’s T reatm ent 
T he trea tm en t of a fainting a t­ 
tack is th a t supplied by nature. 
A 
tainting person keels over or falls 
on the floor, winch allows the blood 
to run into the head, even if the 
blood pressure is down to zero and 
the h e a rt has tem porarily stopped 
beating 
So we commonly say f ca­ 


tery, of the neck. T he carotid sinus J 
norm ally serves to m aintain a con­ 
sta n t blood flow into the brain by 
reflex regulation. W hen th is nerve 
reflex 
is hypersensitive, 
fainting 
attack s m ay occur because the reg­ 
ulation of the blood supply to the 
brain is not m aintained. In people 
w ith this condition, pressure over 
the carotid sinus a t th e side of the 
ndck results in spontaneous fa in t­ 
ing attacks. 
C ertain drugs will prevent re ­ 
cu rren t 
fainting 
attack s 
due 
to 
stoppage of the heart, and recur­ 
re n t fainting attacks due to lower­ 
ing of the blood pressure from In­ 
terference w ith th e autom atic nerv­ 
ous system . 
B ut in the 
cerebra! 
type of recurrent fainting attacks, 
there is no change in th e blood 
pressure or h e art rate and n o drug 
will prevent them . In certain very 
severe cases, surgical rem oval of the 
carotid sinus h as resulted in cure.
